an old one can be abolished before he continued with the discussion of the OXCART 
Phase-out. This phase-out was predicated upon the USAF capability to assume over- 
flight duties with the SR-71 in December. While OSA does not believe the SR-71 
will be able to do the job and there will be no valid estimate possible at least 
until October, they still assume a complete phase-out by December. He recalled 
that the previous budget estimate was based on no OXCART deployment. Because of 
the recent successful deployment, the people who should have started leaving in 
June are still here. The FY 68 budget, requirement will probably approach the nor- 
mal for the past because the people who now are held in OXCART until December must 
remain on the payroll until approxima tely June 1968. The result of this is that 


FY 68 will probably require a normal 


budget for FY 68.
